We believe that there is, one only, true, living, & Eternal God. 
Infinite in his being, truth, holiness, power, wisdom, justice, 
goodness, and mercy; distinguished into, & subsisting in three 
glorious and undivided persons, who are the same in substance, 
essence and attributes, equall in power, authority, & majesty, yet 
distinguished by their relative and personal properties, the father 
being ye first in order begetting ye Son, ye Son ye second being 
begotten of ye father, the holy ghost ye third proceeding both from 
ye father and ye Son. That this God is ye almighty Creator, ye 
Sovereign, wise & just, upholder, disposer & governour of all his 
creatures & all their actions, that man created after his image, in 
an Estate of Integrity & Blessedness hath now suffered ye loss of 
both by his disobedience to & disunion from God & is by nature in a 
state of spiritual weakness, enmity, pollution, guilt, 
unrighteousness, & wrath. We believe y t when ye fulness of time was 
come, God ye father sent his true, only, & eternal Son, true God & 
equal with ye father, to take upon him, the nature of man that so 
subsisting in & consisting of two distinct natures & one undivided 
Person he might be a fit mediator between & reconciler of God & man & 
one efficacious Redeemer of man by pride(?) & power, which Son of God 
being anointed king, priest, & prophet of ye Church did execute his 
office by obeying ye law, repeating(?) the gospel, suffering death, & 
now presenting before ye father his Righteousness, Death, & merits & 
in sending ye holy Spirit to enlighten, convince, cure & sanitize all 
those that are given unto him who being enabled to believe on his 


name, shall, in ye day when God having raised them from ye Dead, 
judge all men, be adjudged to eternal life & all others suffer 
everlasting punishment according to ye Scriptures of truth which we 
believe to be ye word of God & ye only Rule of faith & manners.

Wo that the sinful creatures & unworthy Servants of Jesus Christ our 
Lord being sensibly of our own inabilty to make or keep Cov^- 
distinguising?? all confidence in our selve looking up to God in 
Christ?? for ye help of his holy spirit in such a great work & solemn 
engagement without which we can do nothing as we ought to in ye 
presence of ye most high God & his holy angels & of their assembly 
with all sobriety & reverance at this time make or renew ye covenant 
with ye Lord our God & with one another and freely take & solemnly 
avouch the true God, father, son, & holy ghost one God in these?? 
persons to be our God & promise that thro his grace we will be his 
people. We give up ourselves & ours unto ye Lord to be his & for 
ever . 

And we do promise that thro ye devine assistance we will obey ye 
divine will believe devine truths & run ye law?? of God's 
commandments, exercising our selves in ye dutys of piety toward God, 
sobriety toward our selves justice & charity toward our neighbours 
that while we live together we will endeavor to walk together in love 
& in peace seeking to promote & preserve?? ye peace of ye Church in 
this place & carefully avoid whatsoever may hinder or hurt ye same. 

And because Christ hath appointed spiritual administrations in his 
Church as ye sacraments to signify seal & exhibit ye benefits of 
Christ as also admonitions for ye unruly, censures for offenders, 
consolations for ye penitents, to achings,?? quicknings, and 
exhortations for all; we truely countenance faithfully & freely 
subimit to ye regular dispensation of all in ye Church of Christ in 
this place & for ye promoting ye same; perform our respective dutys 
unto others studiously & faithfully attending ye rule, in watching 
over exhorting & admonishing one another in love, as ye ??? 
requireth & as occasion shall be endeavoring that their may be a?? 
thro exercise of discipline as Christ hath appointed without respect 


of persons to conclude?? we promise that we will thro devine help at 
all times in all things walk towards God with uprightness of hearts 
in sincerity towards one another with watchfulness in love & unity 
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Endeavoring ye best good of each other, the restraint on sin, the 
furtherance of ye cause of Christ amongst us, that we may be also 
saved in ye day of ye Lord. 

And this covenant we make or renew this day with willing minds bowing 
our knees to him who is Lord & father of our Lord Jesus Christ & in 
him the God of all grace, mercy, love and consolation that by his 
assistance we may not only make but keep covenant & be steadfast with 
him therein unto ve end of his glory & ye eternal good of us & ours 
after us. Amen
